Meeting of Interested Par- 
ties to Plan Site. 


Foreign Diplomats Look for 
Suitable Section. 


Looting Impostors Hunted 
Down by Military.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.—Some 
friction having arisen between the 
Chinese and the authorities on the 
question of the location of the new 
Chinatown, a meeting was held this 
morning with the object of straighten- 
ing out the difficulty. Those present 
were Tei Chi Chow, first secretary of 
the Chinese legation at Washington; 
Chung Hei, Consul-General at San 
Francisco; Owang King, Vice-Consul; 
Yee Lock, secretary of the Six Com- 
panies; Rev. Thomas I. Filben, Jere- 
and Abe Ruef, chair- 
man of the Committee on Chinese. 
ACT UNOFFICIALLY. 
The Chinese representatives declared 
that were acting unofficially, and 
only wished to bring about some ar- 
rangement that would be satisfactory 
to all concerned. They expressed 
pleasure at the kindly treatment that 
had been accorded the Chinese refu- 
gees. It was explained to them that 
there was not the least disposition to 
oppress the Chinese or to drive them 
from the city. 
The foreign diplomats suggested that 
the ideal condition would be for their 
countrymen to settle as they pleased, 
but admitted that congregation in some 
locality would perhaps be better for 
practical purposes. They thought that 
the only way to remove the Chinese 
from the old Chinatown would be to 
give them a place elsewhere that would 
be acceptable for their purpose, when 
they might be willing to move. 

Some of the land in Chinatown is 
owned by Chinese who have said that 
they would rebuild, and lawyers say 
that it will be difficult to refuse them 
bullding permits if they can show that 
they propose to conform to all legal 
requirements. 

The meeting closed today without 
any definite result having been ob- 
tained. Tomorrow morning Mr. Ruef 
will tour the city to look for an ac- 
ceptable permanent location for China- 
town, and will report to the General 
Committee.

(2) On the 25th of April $5000 in currency was dispatched by special 
messenger for the relief of hard-hit Santa Rosa. After some delay in 
transportation the amount reached Mayor Overton, was acknowledged by 
him, and as much more promised if needed. The additional $5000 will go 
forward today. 

(3.) Several urgent requests for medical supplies and hospital foods 
in quantities, received by me in San Francisco during the early days of 
the calamity, were honored. The supplies were bought in Los Angeles, 
shipped to their destination, and will be paid for, upon presentation of 
the bills, out of The Times-Citizens’ Relief Fund, to the aggregate of 


probably $5000. 
(4.) Some minor payments have been sanctioned on account of re- 


duced-rate transportation supplied by the railroads to refugees at the 
instance of the local Associated Charities. 

(5.) Certain smaller sums (to be precisely stated hereafter) have 
been devoted to the immediate relief of worthy working women and girls, 
vouched for by the president of the Women’s Parliament of Southern 
California, who, with her faithful assistants, is successfully engaged in 
procuring employment for refugees of this class. 

(6.) A modest sum has been asked by and promised to a band of 
good women who are buying materials for babies’ clothes and making up 


the garments without charge for the making. 


(7.) A considerable sum out of this fund has been proffered for the 
purchase of mechanics’ tools, to be ‘impartially distributed to needy work- 
men in the various trades who will engage in the great task of rebuilding 
San Francisco. I have made this offer in the belief that, if accepted, the 
money will be worthily expended for a practical and very necessary object.

TAFT ON CITIZENSHIP. 


Secretary of War Talks to the Stu- 
dents and Faculty of Yale at 
New Haven.

OF GREAT RACE. 


: 
Americans Capture Eleven Firsts 
and Lead in Great Olympic Con- 
teste—Giving of Prizes Will Close 
International Athidtic Meet Today. 
Canadian Won the Marathon Race. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 


ATHENS, May 1.—The Marathon 
race, the principal event of the Olym- 
pic games, run over the hilis and along 
the coast line from the ancient battie- 
field of Marathon to Athens, was won 
today by William Sherring of Hamil- 
ton, Can. Eight minutes behind him 
was Svamberg, a Swede, and W. G. 
Frank of the Irish-American Athletic 
Club was third, two minutes behind 
the Swedish runner. Sherring’s time 
was 2h. Sim. 23 3-50. Probably fifteen 
thousand persons witnessed the finish 
of the race. 

Classified by nationality the runners 
consisted of twenty-six Greeks, seven 
Britons, including Canadians and Aus- 
tralians, five Americans, three Ger- 
mans, two Frenchmen, two Italians, 
three Swiss, one . one Dane 
and two Egyptians. e contestants 
started in three lines one meter apart, 
at exactly 3 o'clock. The race started 
at a hot pace. At the tenth kilometer 
E. Frank, America, was leading, 
followed by the Bohemian, Bechensky. 
At the fifteenth kilometer Frank was 
still ahead, but Daly, Ireland, had 
taken second place, with Blake slowly 
creeping up. At the twentieth kilom- 
eter, which was reached at 4:10 p.m., 
Blake was leading grandly, running «4 
magnificent race, followed by Frank 
Sherring. The latter was slowly gain- 
ing on his opponents. 12 
last ten kilometers of the race k 
was again leading, but obviously dis- 
tressed; Sherring was second and 
Blake third. The time at this point 
was 4:40 o'clock. Sherring was run- 
ning magnificently, but Daly 
stopped to rest. Petri had dropped out 
on account of stomach trouble.

Loss TO SCIENCE. 

M. Pierre Curie, the discoverer of 
radium, has been run over by a 
wagon in the streets of Paris, and 
killed. The premature cutting off of 
such a life is an irreparable joss both 
to science and to humanity at large. 
For M. Curie has within the past four 
or five years opened up an absolutely 
new field of research, and was still 
pursuing experiments that might have 
led to results even still more far- 
reaching than -those he had already 
achieved. He had indeed only just 
begun to enjoy full opportunities for 
his work. During five-and-twenty 
years he had toiled unknown and un- 
befriended, struggling for the bare 
necessaries of life, securing only at the 
cost of personal privation scanty 
means, whereby to carry on his tasks in 
the laboratory. At last came his 
crowning discovery, and the well- 
merited reward of the $40,000 Nobel 
prize, valued by him chiefly because it 
cleared the path for continued scien- 
tific labors. But just when this point 
of vantage had been gained, by ene of 
those inscrutable decrees of Provi- 
dence death intervenes. At the age of 
forty-seven, in the very prime of his 
usefulness, he falis a victim to a com- 
monplace street accident. 

The tragic story has its one rellev- 
ing feature. M. Curie worked in close 
coéperation with bis wife, a gifted 
woman, Polish by race, like her hus- 
band a scientist by training and hered- 
ity. So happily mated were the 
couple, so true a helpmeet had the wife 
become, that M. Curie steadily refused 
any public honor or reward that was 
not bestowed equaily upon her. 
Hence they were joint recipients of 
the Nobel prize, and their names will 
live in the records of science as the 
joint discoverers of radium. In point 
of fact this gifted woman is the sur- 


Besides being a creative worker her- 
self, she is the living repository of her 
dead husband's stores of knowledge, 
the methods he practised, the aims he 
had in view, the results he had partly 
accomplished. Therefore, although 
Madame Curie loses her fellow-worker, 
and at the same time suffers a griey- 
ous domestic berenvement, the world 
may indulge the hope that the experi- 
ments they were conducting will suffer 
no prolonged interruption. This will 
be the sorrowing widow's noblest 
monument to her husband's fame.

Immigration officials estimate 


be maintained during the remainder 
of the year, the total arrivals at Ellis 
Island alone, for 1906, will number 
not jess than 1,100,000. The largest 
total of arrivals at the port of New 
York in any preceding year was 800, 
000. The number at all ports, In 1896, 
amounted to more than 1,000,000. If 
the ratio at other ports than New 
York be correspondingly increased, 
the present year will witness a total 
immigration of not far from 1,200,000 
persons. 

The record week of all former years 
at New York was in April, 1903, when 
more than 28,000 persons arrived. The 
aggregate of arrivals for one week of 
the month just closed was 45,000.
